Dr. Robert Revere, Chairman 
of the Department of Criminal 
Justice AdministraiicHfi, has 
been admitted as a Fellow of the 
Institute for Court Management 
by Chief Justice Warren E. 
Bulrgeir of U.S. Supreme 
Court. 

The ceremonies were held 
Deceinlier 14, 1974 in 
Waishii^ton D.C. and marked 
the completion of the Institute's 
Court Executive Devclopement 
Program by itVSixth Class. The 
Insticufd was founded in Maith, 
1970, at the instigation of Chief 
Justice Burger, to promote 
professional court management 
in the nation's courts. 

Dr. Revere 's course of study 
with the Institute took two years 
to complete. It involved 
intensive seminars tfhd 
internships in '^rarious court 
systems. 

Dr. Revere worked for five 



mon ths as an intern in the OfHce 
tif Ly canif n g County 
Administrator Anthony 
Wehnerl during the summer 
and fall of 1974.

The book collection will be 
moved from the Main Libmy 
between the spring and sunlmer 
semesters of 1975. 

This moving of books will 

help to allevtate the over- 
crowded conditions in the Main 
Library. , . — — 

Another reason for 
expansion of Retan Library is a 
great increase in circulation 
which has caused a constant 
overtottding of the fadlidet. 

Nesbit said, "The monthly 
circulation of Retan>LibraTy in 
November 1970 was 2100 items; 
this increased to 4800 items in 
November 1971" 

To be included in the 800 
square feet expansion of Retan 
Library are new carrels 
insisting of film loop 
(Mpojectors. sound film strip 
machines, calculators, 
microform readers and printers, 
video-cassette playej^ with 
monitmrSf aiid cAm useful 
cqiiipmenL 

. TheK carrels will be used for 
individual instruaion. 

At the request of a professor, 
students will do their 
assignments in thelibrary rather 
than attending regular classes. 

Nesbit said, "I'hey will be 
able to select the time they want 
to do the work, I'hcy can work 
as fast as they wish and review as 
often as they wish." 

lb a small extent, this is 
already being dnne at Retan 
Lil)tatv; but wiih tht= expansion 
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of the library, many more* 
faculty members and students 
will be able to take advantage of 
individualixed instruction. 

Computer terminals, 
microform storage units, picture 
files, pamphlet files, test files, 
curriculum guide files, and two 
conference and previewing 
rooms for faculty and students 
will also be included in the new 
portion of Retan Library. 

One of the newer systems that 
will be used is a sound page 
system l^or ^^individualiied 
prescribed irottnicti with a 
s^MndditoT 

The library presently has one 
large section for the book 
collection, picture, and 
pamphlet collection. 

" This original portion afidtfie 
new portion of the library will 
be oonnected by a lounge area 
containing display cases, 
'llie original stage area of the 

-library will be extended for a 
more efficient shelving 
arrangement. 

Also provided will be a more 
visible location for the reference 
desk. 



The college will appropriate 
18,500 of the money lot the 
expansion in Retan Library. 

'Iliis will be used to buy 
carpeting and shelving. The 
remainder of the money needed 
will hopefully come from a 
^'tilled" fund to appropriate the 
equipment for the carrels and 
for the carrels themselves. 

" llie prices of the equipment 
in the library are unbelievable , "^"^ 
said Nwbit. For example, one 
microfilm reader costs 11,800 
and the card catalogs cost $4,000. 

Nesbit feels that Retan 
Library has "done alot with the 
amount of money and support it 
has had." 

Nesbit f)^ed Uiat Retan 
Library has "one of the„ best„ 
selections- of curriculum 
mdtorials in the state."

strips. "We have hundreds," said 
Nesbit. He added, "We will buy 
anythhig if it is thought that it 
will be used by the students."

Student aid program ta expand

M»nsfield wiU tecfeive 
iiureas in Icderal funding for its 
student aid program this year, 
according tcx. Financial Aid 
Director Esther Roberts. 

According to Mrs. Roberts, 
the decision was handed down 
by the Regional Panel Review, 
comprised of representatives of 
the department r)f Health, 
Education and Weltare alter she 
SlilimiUed a 14-page application 
in October. "They check the 
applicadon and verify all tacts 
and figures before they make a 
dedaiOll. All my figures were 
verifiable and they said they'd 
give me what I asked for," she 
said. 



What she asked for comes out 
to be about 1120.000 for the 
National Direct Student Lo^n, 
1241.000 for jhe federal work- 
.study program, and about 
$SOd,OQO for the Supplementary 
Educational Oppcjirtunity Grant 
when the federal funds are 
matched by state monies ^who 
give about % of what the fetlefal 
government provides). 

Mrs. Rcirberts ciiuiion'ed 
against taking this estimate as<ii 
promised amount "the way 
things are going in theecxmomy 
now. You can't tell, Itocy could 
put a... flat rate decrease in 
(Veiyone's Hunds - Iwit I'm 
relatively ho|K'liil." 

She nUui ccuinsektl ^ students 
lcM>king for aidto \vat( h'fnillciin 
txiards and to keep hxiking for

Cassavetes ' style is 
distinctively iiis own.

another. * 

'^He turns the camera on his 
actors, and with what seems like 
an utter lack of hurry, he lets 
their characters unfold. Ihe 
faults ate slow-paced, with 
sudden unexpected turns, 
sometimes fumbling and lalky, 
but frequently brilliant with 
insights into human behavior. 
His films are slices of that kind 
of realism which at any moment 
can be comic, poignant, or 
jolting. 

Cassavetes develops his own 
material for his films and he uses

MSC^s President, Dr. 
Lawrence Park, this week 
promised faculty memben that 
no looll decisions will be made 
with regard to retrenchment. 

"Hopelully, we will be able to 
rid ourielves of the spectre of 
m|t!i^^ Dr. Park stated. 

INHrk-A^Ked -chat any^ecision>^ 
regarding the retrenchment of 
faculty members would come 
from the Secretary of Education, 
N|r^ John G. Pi ttenger . 

^*IVc do not intend to have i 
local administration ini^lved 
with retrenchment," he said. 

President Park made these 
remarks in an address ^ta the 

in Sieadman Theater. 

At the time of the address, Dr. 
Park was unable to provide a 
dear picture on MSC's budget. 
However, Dr. Park promised to 
give more details regarding the 
college's financial situation in a 
second address to the faculty, 
which is scheduled (or flii4" 
March. ^ 

in ,the fxne hmxr and five 
minute long speech, in addition 
to financial problems. Dr. Park 
iocused on enrollment and new 
prc^^rams which, hopefully, 
will increase the collie's 
enrollment. 

Dr. Park attributed MSC's 
recent enroUnfent define to 



exceptionally large graduating 
classes. He pointed out that 
Ix-tween 1971 and l<)7M there 
wer<' signit i( antly more 
graduating seniors than 
incoming freshman. He 
predic ted that it would lake two 
more years for a normal class 
distribution to occur. 

Dr. Park also mentioned other 
(twsestff enrottment decline. He 
noted that MSC was the only 
state college which was not 
Irxtated near a major thru way. 
He said that MSCJ's extremely 
rural location (47 miles from 
Wiltiamsport. ^ miles to 
Elmira, and over 90 miles to 
S<:ranion) has been a major 
factor in the enicollment 
problem. " ' 

Dr. Park also stated vtfis^ 
MSC^'s Student Union building 
(Memorial Hall) was too small 
to satisfy the college. He also felt 
that the dormities, some of 
which are only five years old, are 
sterile when compared to those 
of private instttdtions. 

Dr. Park claimed that the self- 
contain^ and isolated nature of 
th^ coUexe has also contributed 
to the decline, in the fuiuiie;iie 
hopes thai. MSC will capitalize 
on the unique characteristics of 
the surrounding area in order to 
attract more studenu. 
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Freeze imposed on all hiring

. Pennsylvania Secretary of 
Education, John C. Pittenger, 
last week im|:x)sed a freeze on all 
future hiring by the state 
colics and universities. 

Because of the freeze, the 
filling of five vacant full-time 
adminisuative positions has 
been left uncertain. However, 
PresidentjLawrence Park in his 
address yesterday assured that no 
faculty positions would be 
affected. * 

In a letter dated January 29, 
Secretary Pittenger ordered all 
state college and university 
presidents to abolish 90 percent 
of all existing vacancies. For 
MSCi, which according to Dr. 
George Milkr, Vicfc-presidenr 
for Adminisuative Affairs, has a 
total of 38 full and part-time 
positions open, the letter means 
that only four of thf^se p<»tticwi$ 
can be saved. 

I'he five full-time 
a^ininistfaitim po^uipns whidi 
are etiKer i^cant nmtor mil be 
in the near future are the 
Director of Public Relations, 
Director of Admissions, Director 
of the Computer Center, 
Director of Athletics, and Dean 
of Fineand Applied Arts. Under 
the terms of the Pittenger letter, 
only four of high administrative 
positicMiy can br filled. 

However, Vice-president 
Miller said the search for a new 
Director of the Computer Center 
will continue "because we have 
already made a committment to 



the (Center. " The new director is 
expected tp be hired wiihin the 
next nv'edbr according;" to Or, 
Miller. 

Yet it was imctear as to 
whether the search for the new 
director would continue if all 
the existing candidates turned 
(k>wii the college's offer. In his 
address to the faculty last 
rues<lay, President Park said 
that he "has no intention of 
having a search committee do 
their work tor a fx^ition tliilt 
won't exist." Miller, 
howev<'i . I lit (()nfiltent Thai llie 
sear< h for a new directdr to the 
computer cx>nter would be able 
Ui (xuitinue. 

The fate of the other positions 
remains uncertain, however. 
Presidl^t Park is ex|)ected to 
meet wiUi Mr. Piiteitger next 
week to determine which 
|)osili(ms will Ih* .savixl. 

According to Dr. Mtfler, th^ 
impact is most significant in the 
non-instructional area, where 
there is a consiam turnover. "It 
wiH affect the ctillcge,*' he said, 
but added that only time wcHjld 
tell how much. 

, But the most significant 
tmpliciition of the letter, 
according to Dr. Miller, is that 
President J*ark has Ixen stripfx'd 
of the |K)wer t<> hirejierscmnel at 
the cxillegc. Under the terms of 
the Ititt^. new ix»siti^|«i <34n nm 
be created without the approval 
of Se<:rctary Pittenger. Ihe 
autonomy to hire additional

Clearly, 
retrenchment will eventually come and from the office of Mt,-

Qearly, the Shapp Administration has no intention of. absorbing 
the increase; nor have governments as a whole been willing to absorb 
theorising costs cj living that have plagued people>ffor so long. 
Education, like everything else, is getting more expensive, and the 
students are carrying the ever increasing burden.

The fate of students who are in financial needis left uncertain. Mrs. 
Rdbterts, Director of Financial Aid, has informed us that noadditonal 
funds are available. What will hapF>en to those students who can't 
raise the money is a sad mystery. Perhaps they'll be vending apples in 
Manser Lobby every night. 

'fhe increase had long been expected. As you may or not know, the 
dining fee had remained at'|187 for over three years, despite a 
phenominal increase in the price of fqodi Onisidering the naddnal 
rate of inflation, a $25 ihcrease in thrae^Mlls actually very small. 

Wli^t wasn't expected was the cold and aloof attitude the Sha^iip 
Administration has taken toward state college students. 

I would like to take this dpportunhy to thank Dr. Robeit Sebtt, 
Vice-president for Student Affairs, ipr the straight forward matter in 
jvhich the announcement was made. Atatime, when decisions which 
touch students so deeply are often made backhandedly behind closed 
doors, Dr. Scott showed a wilUqgness to be open and frank. -

Theresto(the%vordsin 
each phrase have no effecton the 
tense. 

Modem grammar studentf 
will remonbdt also that there is 
simply no way for a speaker oi 
English to make a verb plural. 
While the Brothers are right in

insht, cite a famous textbook 
example! that "colorless green 
ideas sleep furiOiiftly** is 
grammatically possible in our 
language in a way that 
"furioulsy sleep ideas green 
colorless'* h riot, 'although 
neither perhaps makes much 
sense. We recognize that the first 
is a grammatical English 
sentmce. despi te bur feeling that 
we don't know what it means. 
The same argument applies to 
"invitations beckon." 

Most of us study grammar, 
after all, so that we can describe 
and talk about what we are 
doing when we use that 
language which we-jril diaac» so 
that we can raise our 



consiousness or mcrease our 
sensitivity ip; one aw;fully 
IjrnpoPtant pafft . <^ hupan 
behavior.

Hie massive problem of 
unemployment is probably one 
of the Dnost pressing that the 
United Slates is notw facing. 

The Chairman of the 
President's Council oi 
Ecxmoiliic Advisers said last 
Thursday that unemploym^t 
could reach 8.5 percent this year. 
This week GM corporation is 
going to layoff 1S,D00 ivorkiei^ 
temporarily. How temporarily 
the paper did not say. Last week, 
40 percent of GM company's 
684,000 workers . were 
tempK>rarily layed off. 

When confronted with 
information such as this, the 
usual resikMue is. "Well, the 
government is doing the best it 
can." I have seen no proof that 
the government has done it's 
best Neither do I think that 
"doing the best they can" is an 
acceptable excuse for IfUting 
unemployment in thib country 
skyrocket 

Although analogies prove 
nothing, one can perhaps better 
illustrate my point. In mosjt of 
my classes, I am not given credit 
for how hard I try. Professors 
may be a little more leniant \^ith 
me if I do my best, but no mort 
than that If I don't meet the 
professor's criteria for an A, then 
J don't get an A. Working at 
most jobTruns the same way. If 
you don't do your job right, you 
get fired. It doesn't-matto: how 
hard you try. ' 

In lact this rule seems to holdt 
tni^/'tot' all except the 
government. We seem to feel 
that if the governmen^oesn't 
do' a good job of governing, then 
it's OK. Afterall, they are doing 
their best. It isthis attitude, that I 
find objectionable. It seems that 
the government' i^ iiie one that

(PS£A) by 2,200 members.

structure was recommended by 
Secretary Dows, was discussed at 
the joint Saturday meeting of 
tlM^oard^dfCoorcliiiators (one 
from each college and Indiana 
University) and the Board of 
Presidents (the student 
government head of i»Ak 
school).

etes may receive 
work-study monies 



bi January of this year, the 
Athletic policy o:>mniittee 
recommended that NfeuisfieM 
State College allocate |57,300 in 
work-study funds to the 
Intercollegiate Athletic.. 

According^ to the 
ivcommendation memo released 
by the committtt: this would 
provide work-study 
opportunity for 70 student 
athletes. The memo also said 
that this amount would not 
inducted work-study funds that 
are regularly assigned to the 
Health and Physical Education 
Department for the operation of 
the department. 

The memo also stated, "the 
responsibility for the 
distribution and legitimate use 
of such work-study monies be 
included in the job description 
of the Director of AihleUcs." 

Joe Olimpi, one of the 
members of the Athletic Policy 
Committee, said thiat student 
athletes must qualify for the 
money in the same manner as 
any other student must. He also 
said that no one automatically 
will get a job just because he or 
she is an athlete. 

Oie of the reasons for this 
move was that fact that there 
. were ftever quite enough jobs for 
fl^letes VA the past, accordirig to 
Olimpi. 

OHmpi also said that this new 
money will help out recruiting 
because it an athlete qualifies, 
coachei ; will now be able to 
arrange a job for them. 

Under the proposal, women 



stand as much of a chance for 
money as men. The 
recommendation allocates 
$7,800 to women's athledcs, 
which includes women's 
hockey, tennis and swimming. 

The men's appropriation 
comes to |48,300 of which 
118,000 goes to the football 
team, which got more than twice 
as much m<xiey as any other 

men's team. 

The recommendation also 
states. "An increased allocaticvi 
to the Athletic Department will 
be accompanied by a decreased 
allocation somewhere else." 
Should this recommendation be 
accepted, the money wiH oxrne 
from other departments Worii- 
study allocauons. 

'Fhe President decides what 
amount of work-study funds 
that is to be included in the 
college budget, according to the 
recommendation. 

PFeliminary budget 
informadon is compiled by the 
revcfiue office which is i\^en sent 
to the Cabinet consisting of the 
Vice-President dt tfie colkgK 
The. Cabinet then studies the 
work studies requests, and then 
makes it's recommendations lo 
President Park. ^Hie President's 
final decision is based heavily 
upon the recomnxpndations 
from the cabinet, apcording to 
the request. 



Joe Olimpi recently stated 
that thestate colleges will finish : 
the year in a deficit spending 
situation if they don't get an 
atkiitional |12.5^ million. 
1 i mpi a Iso said that tbetf was a 
willingness on the t^art of the 
state to fund the state colleges 
only an addttional $5.5 million. 

Consequently, the Student 
Ciovernmeni Association will 
sponsor a rally in Straughii ' 
Auditorium on Feburary 25 at 7 
p.m. to discuss the situation and 
the cafeteria fee intTease. 

Olimpi said that tliis meeting 
will grnerallir be an 
informational one. One of the 
major topics of the meeting, 
acccN^ding to Olimpi, will be the 
upcoming student 'rally in 
Harrisburg on March 4, which 
will , be sponsored by |he 



Commonwealth Association of 
Students. 

Olimpi said that the purpose 
of the Harrisburg rally is to 
secure the a^itional $12.5 
million iwed^ by the i iaii 
colleges. — — — — 
. 1 his year's wily wijl be much 
the same typeas theone held last 
year by CAS to secure an 
additional $7.5 million needed 
by the state colleges last year. 
Olimpi stated that last year's 
goal of 17.5 milltoR was 
achieved. 

(concerning last year's rally, 
Olimpi staled, " itie last rally 
that CAS sponswed was a new 
"kind of p>rotest. " He went on to 
say that the Hartisburg 
legislaton saw a reiponttble, 
organized student last year. 

The pre-raily in Straughn 



will concern itself with setting 

up and explaining the 
Harrisburg rally srtUl discussing 
the cafeteria hike. Olimpi stated

All information about dining fees which was available to 
students during Spring Registration was sent to Mr. Dows so that a 
lawyer could render a legal opinion on the situation. , 

A lawyer could not be ^red by SGA with oiii^iictivitiy fee monies 
since the lawyer would be working against the state. Activity fee^^ 
technically Commonwealth property and thus the state would not 
allow SGA to hire a lawyer since he would be payed with 
Comfnonweialtlrfui|cb.

Before the official odling tc 
order of the S ,G;.A. meeting of 
Feb. 18 a general discussion was 
held on the cafeteria fee. Much 
of this meetirig diaU with 
dispelling with dispelling 
certain rumors concerning the 
cafeteria fee. f 

The question was raised 
during the meeting as to 
whether a student si^gning the 
petition protesting the extra fee 
would suffer financtall^^^ at the 
hands of PHEAA, the state 
financial aid agency. Dr. Scott 
stated chat he wiis not a Ware of 
any kind of circumstances that 
would preclude a student from 
receiving financial aid for 
signing the petition, 

Joe OUmpi, President of the 
S.G.A. stated unequivocally 
that S.G.A. did not approve the 
I25.8S increase in answer to 
rumors ^ia,i S.G.A. had. 
OHmpi went on to say that there 
was no relation between the 
cafeteria fines^ whkh were 
passed by S.G.A. and the 
cafetersEl cost increase. Olimpe 
str^Mdi this point by stating, 
**There is absolutely " no 
correlation between the fines 
and the food increases."

The reason for the^ 
increasewas because Saga Food 
Services Company lost a large 
anoount of money last semesiior 
and , decided tocease cafeteria 
services ttojgg^cster as their 
' cDiitra^Jill^^^^^iitiig no* 
- ' Tbny Meyer|H^p^4^>^v:'s 
Food Services (Simmittee. 
Custom Food Services bid on the 
contract for MSC and was the 
lowest, biddier. The increase 
represents their request for 
money \o operate for the rest of 
this semester. 

This came as a complete 
surprise to S.G.A. according 
tojoe Olirapi. tony Meyer stated 
that he knew hef ot!^iand the 
fact that Custom Food Services 
would adk for money, but stated 
that he amimed that the state 
would pidc tip the tab. Meyer 
went on to say that Saga was 
losing money on the contract 
and that was the reason Saga 
decided to get out of the 
ccMi tract. Dr. Scott stated that 
when it came time to bid on the 
new contract, all the food 
services companies were aware 
of why Saga ded^ded to leave 
MSC. 

Olimpi stated that S.G.A. 
^oguld not hire a lawyer because 
technically, activity fee monies 
belong to the Commonwealth 
and hence cGNild -not be used to 
fig^t the Commonwealth. 

However, Olimpi did say that 
the Ccmimonwealth Association 
oi Studenb were providing free 
legal advice to S.G.A. on the 
ccmtract situation and whether 
there are any legal grounds to 
take it to court. If the legality of 
the extra 1^ could be taken to 
court* Olimpi ^id that he 
would ask CAS to help 
S . G . A. or perhaps A^CUF, 
the faculty union.

Dr. George Sefler recently 
published a book wntitled 
Language ami the World, 
subtitled "A Methodological 
Synthesis Within the Writings 
mof Martin Heid^ger and 
Ludwig Wiggenstein." 

I^he literary work developed 
from Dr. Sefler 's PhD thesis of 
1969, which took nine months to 
write. In 1970, the Humanities 
Press indicated they were 
interested in the manuscript. 
Revisions were made in 1971 
and the hook was finaUy 
published two and a half years 
later. 

The book deals with the 
reta^onship bebveeh the 
language pieople use and the 
kind of world they live in. 
Primarily, it concerns itself with 
the idea that thewiarld thahges 
with the language, which is 
popular in philosophy and 
other disciplines today. 
. The book examines Thc' 
wtitings of Martin Heidigger, a 
member of the existentialist 
school of philosc^hy, and 
Ludwig Wiggenstein, a member 
of the analytic school. The 
existentialists feel the analysts 
are jnot * 'humanistic'' enough, 
whiR the analysts feel the 
opposite about the 
existentialists. Because of the 
different language us«8, the two 
philosophical sclibols are 
unable to understand «ich 
other.

The newly formed Human 
Relations Planning Committee 
at Mansfield State College has 
been partidpatihg in a series Of 
regional seminars sponsored by 
the Department of Education as 
part of a federally approved 
teegregaticm plan. 

The Revised Plan for Equal 
Opportunity in the State 
Colleges and University, which 
is often referred to as the 
Desegration Plan, is the 
Commonwealth's respKinse to 
the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare's Office 
lor Civil Rights. It commits the 
Commonwealth to provide 
corrective measures, to "assure 
full equal educational 
opportunity in the fourteen state 
schools.

ag^in at Kutztown State College 
during the month of February.

for the implementation of 
ofatiecthl! numbei' iix." ^

students, faculty and staff can

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Dear Editor: 

For the last several issues The 
Flashlight has carried articles, 
letters, and columns of. gloom 
and dodm as i« ia employmait 
po^bilities br ft^Cgraduates 
are concerned. In the February 
13 issue even Saga Toomee got 
into the act hinting that a 
college degree isn't worth much 
in the present marketplace . 
There .is something to this 
proUem. It is now yerydif (icult 
to get 'a good job in government 
or business with a B.A. degree 
in English or history, for 
instancerHWir the i^wKion is 
easy to misunderstand, and I am 
afraid that many students may 
make very bad planning 
decisions about their fiittire on 
the basis of a faulty devaluation 
of the economic value of college. 

Does it then mtfte economic 
sense to ccmie to c(nneH> coU^ 
and major in anon-professional 
area, such as philosophy? I 
think the answer is that it can, 
depiending on the quality of the 
student's planning and what he 
wants from his degree. For 
instance he might not be much 
concerned with the economic 
value of the degree. He might 
see college as a place where one 
goes to become edikaiied in 
whatever branch of knowledge 
seems the most interesting or 
exciting to him; what he will do 
afterwards is another matter and 
» not directly connected in his 
mind with his undergraduate 
major. There are sulfa few such 
people around aild* their 
position is a renewable one so 
long as it is made with a full 
view to the ec(MK»nic facts of 
Ufe. ^ . 



What about the student who, 
like the^ great niajority, is 
concerned aibout getting a job 
after college? Does it make sense 
for him to major in philosophy, 
history, English, French, 
political science, etc? The 
answer again is that it can make 
sense if the student plans 
prbperly. The dagger is that he 
will he misled by the past In the 
past it was rather easy with these 
deg^s to get in on ^ the bottom 
nmg of the exei^tive lailder in a 
lot of industri^MidgoveitiQient 
agenda. Now it is much, miM^ 
harder. This doesn't mean there 
is no economic value to the 
B.A. degree. It means that its 
eccHiomic value nowadays lies 
primarily not in what job you 
can get with it after your senior, 
but in what advanced 
professional schoool whose 
programs have high income 
potential, it can get you in. 

I have in mind here, 
especially, law schools and 
graduate busiii^ss schools. 
Everyone knows about law 
school. We're soon to have an 
awful lot of lawyers, yet I've 
never heard of any behig 
unemployed, or bein^much less 
than rich. The competition is 
keen for law school, but if that's 
9^art yoH want and you're good 
OMMif^. a liberal arts dq^ee can 
get you in the docM-. 

Most of our liberal arts 
students, in my opinion, don't 
give nearly the attention they 
should to the possibility of 
doing graduate work in 
business. This is imfortunate 
because graduate business 



programs have a number of 
advantages for dieie student- 
First, evoy one of these 
programs that I know anything 
about invites applications from 
Uberal arts students. Second, 
they're much easier to get into 
than law school. Third, upon 
graduation with a Master's 
degree, employment 
possibilities are exceltent. 
Fourth, most MBA programs 
take only one calendar year to 
^complete and fifth, there are 
probably more interesting and- 
challenging career possibilities 
for bpsiness executives than 
most students realize. 

I know these |»ograms are 
expensive, but the solution is to 
borrow. As long as you- 
complete the program you can't 
lose. If you die you don't have to 
pay the money back. If you live 
you'll have a good enough job to 
pay back die loan without its 
hurting you. The econofnic 
value of a liberal arts or a 
humanities degree is not the 
only or even the main value of 
such a decree. What you get ot 
most value from such a program 
is the opix>rtunity to expand 
yourhcn-iions as a humaii being. 
But apart from this most 
important value, the B.A. 
degree in liberal arts, when used 
properly, can still be the ticket to 
a better material life, tipo. '

Student feels that fine arts department has failed to materialize 



Dear Editor: 

Two years ago, the divisitmtrf 
fine arts at Mansfield State 
Ck>ll^e was a budding flower of 
hc^and prcMnise. The concept 
document, a college-wide 
evaluation of the future goals of 
the college (authored by a 
^mmiitte ofVtud^ts, faculty 
and administrators and 
submitted to the 
Pennsylvaniaideparunent of 
Education) directly stated that 
one of the college's three 
]3aramount goals was the 
development of the fine arts 
ai^ of the college. 

^eming to support the ideas 
set forth in the planning 
document, the administratis 
initiated several programs 
which substanuated the growth 
of fine arts. A new division of 
the college was established, with 
its own dean togiiidc ihcgrowL. 
and development of the 
departments of art, music, 
speech and theatre, as Wdl as the 
dance prograrns on canipus. A 
iprofessor with a stteng 
bsKkground in the many forms 
of dance ^d movement was 
added to the physical education 
faculty; an important move 
toward providing Mansfield 
students wid) anejUMsur^lo 9U 



of the fine arts disdplinest. A 
fine arts committee was funded 
from hoth student and 
aitounistration sources for the 
purpose of bringing fine arts 
events to Mansfield. These new 
programs were added to the 
already progressive visions of 
the individual departments in 
the fine arts. 

Two years ago, Mw^eld 
State had all the promise of 
someday becoming a garden of 
Eden for artists. Todiky it 
appears that our apple tree is 
dying, without even bearing a 
hint of tempuuon. Th^ 
position of Dean of Fine Arts 
ai^ieai about to vanish from 
existence, a victim ^of state 
imposed hiring curbs and the 
administrative dedsion to fill 
posidoAs such as executive level 
secretaries before considering 
the replacement of the Dean of 
Fine Arts. The dance prognun 
^as once a battery of courses 
ranging form ballet to jazz to 
modern dance. The program 
now has deteriorated into a 
single course, taught by a 
dedicated but il! prepared tennis 
coach, hired not to take over the 
dance program^ but to replace 
two physical educauon teachers 



in a money saving effort. The 
fine aru committee, a group of 
facidty aipd students, spent its 

initial year working out its 
organization and trying to 
squeeze t)ie most ^lue out of a 
oomparatn^y small amount 0^ 
funds it had to work with. 
Dtespite its successful efforts in 
briiwing bargain features (both 
in cfjality and economy), |n iu 
second year, it did not recieve 
enough funds to make 
organizing and managing the 
few events it could afford 
wofdiwhile The committee 
thus disbanded. , Even the 
departments widiin the divisKMr 
of fine arts could not work out 
cooperative ventures. For 
third cqnsecutive year, due to 
Sdieduling and contractual 
problems, the music departHKnt 
could not provide a musical 
director from their faculty, to 
codirect a musical comedy with 
theiheatre department during 
the academic year. Thus the 
students of both de^rtments are 
(|epriyied the experience of 
being in a musical comedy, 
something which should be an 
integral part of thuir training. 
CThis ff^MOning of cbime does 



not take into account the 
emhusMi ip||idems outsHle ttie 
division (tf line ails would give 
to the prospect of being 

involved in a musical comedy.) 



The signs of the times seem lo 
say that it is time for a re- . 
evaluation of the fiiture of fine 
aru at Mansfiekl. Great efforts 
are being made in order to feed 
more money into an already well 
funded athletic department. If 
the Aoney is so expendable, why 
not use it to save the office of the 
Dean of Fine Arts, to revive the 
once lively dance program on 
campus, u> ftmd the fx<^sals of 
the fifi« Jftts committee or to 
bring musicals back to 
Mansfield. Artists do not like to 
plqy polKtcs. If intendons o| 
the administration remain 
parallel to the goal of two years 
ago, decisions-^j&hould support 
the growth and development of 
art. If fine arts no longer holds 
an important place in 
Mansfield's future, the verbal 
deceptions should end, so that 
the Mansfield artists can be ati 
peace or search for a neq Eden.

One outstanding example of 
this problem is the 
Pennsylvania Higher Education 
Aadataooe Agger's (^tt^ 
.policy towards gramft fcf ^ 
college students. 

To determine eligibility, the 
amount of parental 
contribution (approximately 1 
percent of adjusted family 
income)- is deducted frora the 
students educational costathis- 
her institution to determine the 
students "need." Depending on 
the stucfents BEOG eligibiliiy, 
the maximum award level is one - 
fourth to one third of "need." 
« The average educational cost for 
a state college smdent is ^,000. 

If the parental contribution is 
zero (frequently the case with 
state college students),, then the 
maximum award for a state, 
college student is |500 (one- 
fourth) or |666(one-third)far 
short of the 11,200 optimimi 
award level for other students. 

The state colleges need more 
funds and they need it now. In 
Sq^tember 1974 the Board of 
Presidents of the Pennsylvania 
State Colleges and University 
held a meeting to discuss the 
fisail crisis at their iiistitiitiom 
and 10 r^ximmefid a coune of 
action. 

They then sent a resolution to 
Governor Shapp and the Board 
of State College and University 
Directors (SCUD Board) 
detailing the need for additional 
funding to finish out this fiscal 
year without running on a 
deficit budget. 

They quoted a figure of 

colleges and university as the 
minimiun amount to get 
through this year. 

A letter from Arthur Sinkler, 
Chairman of the SCUD 
board, to Secretary of Education 
John G. PHtinger indicated the 
ccMisequences of an insufficient 
allocation to the institutions; 
"Employing any or all of these 
options will entsul -aerioQs 
curtailment in programs or the 
deferrmcnt of 1974-75 
obligations to the current 1975- 
76fiscal year. That is. defkit- 
financing will be inevitable 
unless a supplemental 
appr<^riation is made in the 
amoont oi 12.6 million." 

Farther on in his letter he 
deuiled possibte deferrment 
items and curtailment of 
programs, steps to be taken in 
th^ ol the legi«latuK% not 
.pasting the request. 

Among these were reduction 
of independent studey, 
deferrcncc of essential 
maintenance and repair 
projects, cessation of

purchasing library books and 
curtailment of travel, including 
student teaching programs. 

"To the legislature; student 
services are always the most 
expendable area," said Joseph 
Olimpi, MSC's student 
government president, 
Gommenung on the fiscal crisis. 

The rally next Tuesday will 
be a public decbration of the 
fact ^t state college* students 
are aware of the crisis they are 
fadng, and a pubhc plea for the 
additional |12,6 million dollars 
they need ip keep^ ^ coll^fs 
running. 



Executive Secretary Douglas 
Dows estimated that there will 
be 3,000 slate college and 
university stildents atiendii^ 
Ae _ event. "When seventy 
busloads of students unload on 
the front steps of the capitol 
building they'll know we mean 
business." he said at the Indiana 
State Un iversi ty meeting on 
FelH'uary21. 

Several legislators have been 
asked to speak at the rally, as 
well as represenutives from the 
Pennsylvania State Education 
Association (PSEA), the 
Association of Pennsylvania 



State College and University 
Faculty (APSCUF) and the 
American Federation of Labor- 
Congress of Industrial 
Oiganizaiions (AFL-CIO). 
Governor Shapp has been asked 
to represent the Department of 
Education.

However, being a 
mral compus, there are fewer 
people coming from off omipus 
and fewer panqldimi^ iif igm^ma^ 

. >■ security. ^ ' . \ '"' 

Dean Josiel^h. Maresco and 
Barbara t*aikvan, Assisumt 
Dofti of liiM^d^ bo^ isnesi 
the need to be conscious oi 

' security. Dean Maresco pointed 
out that there are 2 kinds cl 
security, the individual rooms 

" J^d die building itself. Most 
room thefts are minor, and 
usually the result of unlocked 
doors. The thefts primarily 
Ihivolve money and small items, 
and most are not reported. The 
culprits are generally believed to 



As far as building security is 
concerned, tSutmimtk are their 



own worsh enemies. By 
propping doors 0])en, they 
adinit other people who don't 
belong there, thus endatigering 
their own safety. 



Typical thefts involve lounge 
chairs, worth |70-|200; couches 
worth $4604500: cickdfcs %irorth 
$40-150; mattresses, and maybea

Personal safety and 
vandalism essentndly a 

stuitent caused problem, and is 
more extensive in some dorms 
than in others. It involves 
mainly senselos occurrences, 
sudi as the bilking of floors 
and windows, and most 
destructicmi happens when 
someone has had a "few loo 
nray" iuididoeiit't opni^Mchend 

his actfons. However, eadi 
window broken costs $14, and 
the studenu end up paying for i* 
in the form of HamiifB leis. 



Students should rely on 
themsdves for the prevention 
of theftaand vandalism. Ifinoie 
students assumed the 
responsibiUty of reporting 
inddents, the inddents would 
be less lUcely m occunr.

The most apparent reason 
available of course, is the 
prevailing sense of apathy, on 
the part of the student body at 
Mansfield Sute College. 
However, any further comment 
which I could make about this 
situation would be very 
sul^ective. I know the students 
are apathetic, and' the 
administration knovvrs the 
students are apathetic, and, the 
students know they are 
apathetic.

1 . $50.00 fine for stealing a meal 
ticket %wUUfHent to use it in the* 

cafeteria. 

2. 125.00 illegal entry through 
exit doors if the student has no 
meal ticket. 110.00 if die 
students docs have a meal ticket. 

3. $10.00 for stealing or 
borrowing a tray . ($10.00 ifi^ 
each Oray.) 

4. $5.00 for lending a meal ticket 
and $5.00 for the person who 
borrows a meal ticket. ' 

There are no fines for leaving 
trays on a table, or a "raw 
hamburger on a cafeteria table", 
cutting in line or "taking an 
apple from the Ibuilding" 
Neither is there "forced manual 
labcnr" of those who are fined. 
The reason for the proposal of 
fines and why we should urge 
their enforcement is one and the 
same. Through constant 
theivery of cafeteria related 
items, the food service company 
loses money. Without 
explain ing die complex proceis 
involved in the State College 
Food Service bidding system; the 
relation between company 
Idsses and student payment for 
food service is very simple. If the

The institution of these fines by 
SGA was not meant to put the 
student body at the mercy of the

Everyone knows that Henry 

David Thoreau went to the 
woods "to live deliberately" and 
to sort out the essential values of 
life. • Not so many people seem 
concerned about why'T^ left the 
woods. The play Mansfield 
State College Players is_ 
producing March 17-22 works 
with the question of why 
Thoreau left Walden. 

Director Frank Ball suggests 
that perhaps this is one of the 
few bits of poetic license 
exercised by authors Jerome 
Lawrence and Robert £. Lee in 
*'The Night Thoreau Spent in 
Jail." History does not suggest 
as the play does that I horeau 
made his decision to leave the ' 
Mioods on tile bsuis of that one 
noght. However,'' Ball says, 
"PerhajM we just happened to 
find the same source materkl 
about Thoreau that Lawrence 
and Lee used, but it seems there's 
a remarkable degree of 
authemicity in the play ." 

The play ccmcems the night 
Thoreau spent in jail in 1849 
rather than paying a poss tax 
which would support the 
Mexican War, which to 
Thoreau was illegal and 
immoral. Written in 19to and 
impired by parallel concetns 
about the war in Vietnam, this 
play was released through the 
American Playwrights Theatre. 
It premiered throughout the 
country to college audiences at 
the time many of them were 
the same questions 



Thorearu poses. 

As Ball says, "This play didn't 
lose its poipt with the end of the 
war." Thoreaiu's sdtnd and his 
willingness to go to jail in its 
defense, together with his paper 
"Givil Disobedience" made him 
popular, hero of th^ laie IdSO's 
and early 60's. His protest about 
the kind of war that is moral 
contributed to his popularity in 
the late €0's and early 70's; his 
urge to "simplify, simplify" and 
his rejection of the luxuries and 
gimmicks of "modern 19th 
Certtury life" make him sin 
ecological hero now. 

The students who are doing 
the play are responding 
stroiiglyanc|x»i lively tor the I9th 
Century man, as they suspect an 
audience wiU, Ball states; but 
one of the atmurttve aspects of 
thie play to them is its strictly 
20th production.. 

This is the first "raked thrust 
stage" to be utiliz^ in Allen 
Hall - that is, die playing area is 
slanted and extended out into 
the audience. I'he stage is 
essentially bare, and the action 
of die play consist»of ftfshbacks 
from the jail cell to Thoreau's 
earlier life. The setting of the 
play is provided"by projections 
of clouds, sunhght, battle 
flashing, stained glass windows. 

There is a large cast headed by 
Tom Charvat |» Henry, Dave 
Kline as Ralph Waldo Emerson, 
and Fred Bennett as John 
Thcweau. The play is in Allen 
Hall at 8p.ro. The publit is 
invited. Admission is 11.00. .

i^mission'is free. 

The^ movie is about Frank 
Machin, a young nian who 
leaves the life of a hard- working 
miner, and joins a professional 
rugby team. Well-endowed with 
the manly ..virtues of 
aggressiveness and ambition^ he 
soon becomes a star. - 

Tenderness, however, is not 
part of him, and it is not partof 
the relationship he has wt^ the 
oiM wonlan in his life, a lonely 
widow with two children. Wis 
inability to expess love to her 
and his need to be loM leave 
him fiQally wiA only his own 
hairy-chested masculinity and 
the violence of the playing field. 

Lindsay Anderson's ou4>ut as 
a maker of feature filnu in 
England has been far from 
prolific, but his idrasi havehada 
tremendous influence on movie- 
making in England ttoce die 
late 1940's, when he was still in 
his twenties. As editor of the 



film journal "Sequence" from 
1^ to 1952, he challenged the 
conventional ^ttitudes of the , 
fihn a kin g establishment in 
England, an^ became the 
principal driving force behind; 
tile British free .Cinema^^ 

Movement,^ a anenSiif^ 
revolution i|^ the 1959'S| whcipe 
effects were sdll faliiiw f^it ten 
years after. 

He aiMl the Iftritish filmmakers 
who gathered round him 
celebrated everyday life in their 
movies and the importance of 
individual beedom. Their first 
films were documentaries, and 
Anderson made many of them, 
including "Thursday's 
Children"(1954), a movie about 
deaf childbren, which won an 
Academy Award. His film about 
vovent Garden Market, "Every 
Day ^ Except Christnui|'/(ldS7) 
has also been well -received. 

Following "This Sporting 
Life", his first feature, Anderson 
mide *'tt.J' ( 196ft>, a bitter satire 
about the oppressiveness of life 
in an English boys school. The 
dosing scene of ttiat film,^ the

INFLATION HITS MANSFIELD 



Elfcctive Fall semester 1975, 
MSC's combined ' room and 
telephone charges will be 
per semester ftwr a total 
increase. 

The announcement came 
Irpm the Office of the Presidcm 
oh March 12. 

Dr. S(ott. Vice-President for 
Academic Affairs, said that MSC 
lost close to $190,000 during the 
fiscal year 19741-1975 in the 
operation of the dorms, tven 
with the room increase, th^ 
collefi^ anticipates a loss ol 
^ppitmimawfy |H4»000 in dorin 
operations for the fiscal year 
V1975-1976. 

Or. Scott a Iso revea led that the 
Governor's budget request 
suggested that tuition be raised 
$50 F>er year. Dr. S< oti went on to 
say that whenever this occurred 
^^'n the past , the suggested 
increase was put into effect. 

Tuition is not raised by the 
local Boards of Iriistci*, Ik. 
Scott pointed out. He went on to 



say that all tuition increases are 
stat4« mandated. 

In a recent jBoard of State 
College and University 
Directors (BSCUD) resolution, 
all fourteen State Colleges and 
Universities are increasing basic 
room charges to not less than 
$216 per semester or more than 
$23 1 per^emesier. Currently, the 
per semester roo|n ctiai|te is 
$198.* MSC did not opt for the 
maximum increase, staying 
three dollars under the 
'm^)Min«i change; 

'I'he announcement from the 
President's office said that each 
State College and^ Uliiversity 
was given the option of 
implementing the increase 
beginning with the current 
Spring semester. The 
announcement went on to say 
that some colleges have already 
raised the room charge but that 
President Rirfc^^ decided to 
"postpone the increase until the 
fall semester to provide students 



with more time to workout ifeeir 
financial needs." 

The BSCUb 'resolution 
justified the increase because 
"auxiliary enterprises should be 
as self-supporting as possible." 
The resolution added that the 
increase is "Due to the rapidly 
increasing costs of utilities and 
other costs associated with the 
housing of students 

The announcement stated 
that More the decision on the 
new ^te was reached, each of the 
other . State Clotl^ces were 
consulted as to their 
fortha)iniiig r<M)m charts. The 
announcement said, "While a 
few of the col leges are sti 1 1 i n the 
evaluating stage, it appears a 
$2M combined nxivn rate charge 
will taecomnkm inihtitt ime^/'

The entire State College 
system could be facing a $24 
million lleficit v^xt yev, 
acGcn-ding to Commoni^ealth 
Association of Students 
refuresentative Doug Dows in a 
recoit telephone inin'view. 
Dows went on to say that 
Pennsylvania State College 
Students could be facing a |150- 
gOOincrease comettine next y^. 

According to Dows, the 
Pennsylvania Department of 
Education submitted to the 
Gewmiora$iS9tniUion budget 
request for the fiscal year 1975- 
1976. PDE said that this was 
what the state colleges needed 
for the n«(t year to operate. 

In the Governor's budget, 
however, approximately $149.6 
million is granted to (he State 
Collei^ fco- next year, aoording 
to Dows. 

Dows said tfiat this is 



approximately $25 short of the 
projected State College system's 
needs. Accordingly, the 
Governor also called for a 50 
per year increase to make up the 
deficit Dows said tfiat this 
increase would generate only 
about $4 miUion. 

Currently, Dows said that the 
state colleges neecl $12.6 million 
to dnisfa out the '74-75 fisoil 
year without a deficit situation. 
Senate Bill 235, now on the State 
Senate floor, cut this figure to 
$5.5 million. 

Dows stated that if we don't 
get the $12.6 million, this year'^ 
bills will have to be paid out of 
next year's budget, which is 
already $16 million short even 
with the $50 per year tuition 
inG»ewe,

However 
with this is the complaint of students diat they are getting 
less education while at the same time paying more for it. This i; 
certainly a deploreable state of affairs. 

However, the worst is yet to a>me. Unless the state comes up with £ 
quidc |12.6tnillionfor this year, the state colleges, will be forced tc 
Ijay this year's bills with next year's money to the ttxAe severa 
million dollars. In other words, the State Cx)lleges are already 
operating in the red before the next fiscal year even begins. Even witf 
tuitiorvifustaaes, state colleges will go deeper into debt next yearthar 
they ai?e this year. * 

Harrisburg seems to be postponing the enevitable.. Eventually th< 
state colleges have to pay their bills. Without massive tuitior 
increases, the state tx)lleges only source of revenue is thi 
Commonwealth. 'Creditors eventually will demand payment froir 
state collies' that don 't have the money to do so. When this happen: 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania will be forced to lake one of twc 
possible roads. Kither pay by that future lirae our massivt 
accuiqulation of bills or start closing state colleges. 

Unft^tunately , the stateioffers us little inltfae wfti^df gt;^iaaitees tha 
they will not chcKwe the latter alternative. 

Paying them now would avoid any possible interest rates and aver 
the effects of inflation as well as spreading the cc^nt out over a period o 
time, which would make things easier for Harrisburg. 

Naturally, this line of reasoning assumes that the Commonwealtl 
will tiot phase out the .state (olleges as the bills.mount higher anc 
higher, which, it should be reiterated as a definite possibility in th< 
future. 

Still, you can't .sciueeze blood out of a stone, nor get money out o 
Harrisburg, which situation will prpbably prevail for the next severa 
yearSv 

Perhaps Harrisburg will cvt iitually wake iip and start taking ouj 
budget re(|uesis seriously. We ho|>e so.

Ninety-£(>u^.c^Pefimyivania's 
private higher education 
institutions reveived slightly 
Tiicji^thair^.tHnillion in Mate 
' payments under the new 
Institutional Assistance Grants 
Program. 

The announcement 
from the Pennsylvania Higher 
Education Assistance gency and 
wis dited March 10. 

It was the first tune that state 
^nds were used to help private 
colleges and universities, the 
announcement said. 

llie law was passed by the 

Pennsylvania General Assfiiibly 
"because of awareness 
throughout the nation that the 
private collies were having 
increasing difficulty in ihalcing 
ends meet." 

The law which gave PHEAA 
the authority to make the 
payments stated, that the 
Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania is, "committed to 
the development and 
l^eservation <^ a plantM and 
diverse system of higher 
education which encompasses 
both public and independent. 
coU^ea." 

The press release said that thig 

cost to the state when a student 
goes to a state college or 
univmity runs anywhere from 
$120011800 per student. The 
release went on lo say that "It is 
good business, and makes better 
sense tb have dir tiaie pay< a 

small portion of the costs 
private institutions and 
ibcm, JO survive than to pay 



at 



much higher costs for students 
to attend sute supported public 

The release also said that 
private institutioils^'have been 
instrumental in the 
development of all higher 
education and is sustaining and 

promoting academic freedom." 

The private collegies will 
eventually receive |12'<iiiUion 
for the current academic year. 
The legislation which porvided 
for the funds was signed into law 
last July by Governor Millcm 
Shapp. 

Kenneth Reeher, £xect|tive 
Director of PH£AA» sidd tfaiftt he 
views the legislative 

understanding of the program 
as being to preserve the quality 
of the independent scIkwIi and 
colleges and to moderate costs 
charged to students. 

The rcfnise said that about 42 
pa cent of the studiHits in higher 
education attend independent 
colleges. Nationally, this 
average is about 24 per«6eni. ''If 
the private institutions were to 
close their doorsand many have 
already due to the economic 
situationhigher education in 
Pennsylvania would be in 
serious trouble." Reeher said.

On March 13 a meeting 
— -headed by Dt: Btcfcham -of the- 
Phjlo9Q|)hy Dc|3artipeniand Dr. 
Bid4isoQ of the English 
Department met in the South 
Hall faculty Iqvinge ^ discuss 
' the pr^ervation of Ncn-th Hall. 
As it stands now, North Hall is 
^ scheduled to be demolished 
upon the completion ol the new 
dormi tory , Odatmst Manor. 

A total of 12 people were 
present during the meetmg. 
Announcements v^k sen t out 
before the meeting to all faculty^ 
administrators and to student 
government. 

'the ^ pre- meeting 
announcement, which »^ j^as 
composed by Bickhani and 
Biddison, stated in it's opening 
paragraphs, "Along with other 
interested persons we hope ip 
develope a broad based and 
deiailed_j>lan lor usage of a 
rem6<ieiedNoriirt4HHr-iiMe%ii|i^ 
to use this as an integral part of a 
coordinated flfort to fjei-suade 
Harrisburg not to tear down our 
largest and most hrstofical 
building." 

The announcement (xiinted 
Out that it is not inevitable that 
North Hall be torn down. The 
same contract that calls for the 
construction of C^edarcrest 
MaricN-. also calls for the 
destructMn North Hail. 

However, according to 
George Miller, V.P. for 
Adminis Ira live Affairs, a 
provision exists wherby thesiait* 
may pay theconiractor a penalty 
and canct'l that part of the 
contract whirii concerns North 
Hall. 

Bickhani and Riddison in the 
,^ pre-meeiing, announcement 
hoped that a group of faculty 
memliers, administrators and 
siudcnts (excluding Bickham 
and Biddison) would draw up 
what we h<^ will become the 
official M8C pfility document 
concerning the function trf a 
revitalized North Hall.

Dr. Miller, during the 
meeting, it^iterated the point 
tluil North Hall did have 
KiriKttirai (Irl (!s He also said 



that the plumbing was bad, the 
heating bad and that .ih*- 
electrical systems need redpne. 
He also said that the windows 
would have to be tprn out. Dr. 
Miller also said. ^It ischeaper to 
buy new space than to utiliie 
space in North Halt." 

Dr. Miller also mentioned 
that after the new dprm yvas 
completed. Oak and Hickory 
did have space but he admitted 
that he did not know whether or 
not . tfiey could be reniivaied 
because ol their cheap 
construction. 

Dr. Bidcham respcHided to the 
objection the it was cheaper to 
build new buildings than the 
renuvate North Hall and that it 
was not economically feasible to 
remjivate North Hall depended 
upon what ii was going to be 
used for. Bickham did agree that 
it watt ^ bad dorm and that it 
diould not be used for a dorm. 

Bickhani and Biddison 
poiitl^ out HI the pre-meeting

Basically, Bickham and 
Biddison pi^sen ted a plan where 
they woli fd cont i nue to get ideas 
on how to use renuvated North 
Hall space. From thert tfey 
hope to get a committee toget^ ? 
to cut down these ideas and 
combine them into the best 
possible forni. After this, a 
committee consisting of faculty, 
students and administration 
would be formed to formulate a 
detail e d p r e 1 i m i nsar y 
redevei<4>lllent plan. The 
administration would then 
supply a cost analysis along 
with a plan~io spre^ul this cost 
out. 

The broad goal of the North 
Hall preservation plan as put 
forth by Bickham and Biddison 
would be, "to convince the 
Commonwealth to revoke its 
contract to tear dowii North 
Hall and ^ls6 provide til #ith 
enough funds (perhapw over, a 
number of years) to revitaliw . 
North tiall according to a. 
detailed redevelo^ili^t' plan 
that will be produced.** 

Both Bickham and Biddison 
reito^ated that the different 
departments were cryi ng )6ut for 
space.* Bickham stated, "We 
know that there is a demand for

After the detailed 
redevelopment plan is 
formulated it would be take to 
riarrisburg to convince the PDE •

In regard to tekctiiig courses 
for next fall, it seems that 
stv^lents have always relied on 
their^ , peers (or information 
about a course and what to 
expect. Freshman, in particular, 
usually find themselves blin<Py 
entering a cotirse totally 
unawafe of what it cpiicn;fis and 
exactly what will be taught. Asa 
result, after originally planning 
a bill sdieiliile, students lose 
interest in tl^ courses, drop 
them, and carry fewer credits 
than they are capable of 
handling. 

'rhercfore,it \vould prove 
beneficial to the students if there 



was a catalogue issued each 
semester that would list and give 
a detailed description of ea<;h. 
course availabie, SiKh a 
-description %youid indude the 
instructor's plan s of materials 
that will be covered and a brief 
metitioning of w'hai is cxjpected" 
of the ltiji^t in terms of tesu, 
pap^, and the cut policy. In 
a^lidli; thc itegr^ of difficulty 
aO^^ steilted tohclpi dlie 
studentio bi^ aware of his or her 
work capacity for that semester. 

As 1 recall, at the end of each 
semester, a student si^rvey was 
issued for a course evaluation. 
The results of these surveys 
should be publicized and made 



accessible to the studenH. The 
survey would prove as a reliable 
source of rouse information in 
addition to the instructor's 
description. This convenient 
procedure not only would aid 
the students in preying their 
scfeedale.il wottld also 
eliminate limch disapointment 
of having to drop a oqurse that 
was once anticipated. 

Along Mdth a provided source 
of evaluation, it woiild also 
prove advantageous to the 
students if the pass- fail period 
was extended until the end 6L the 
drop period. By allowing for the 
time expansion, students would 
be able to continue the course 



merely ottt't>f interest withom 
feeling ihe pressure of it 
affecting their cummulat«we 
average.

Thoreau was not by any 
means the first young rebel, and 
while he surely will not be the 
last, his declaration of 
independence stands far above 
his fellow non-violent 
protestors as someone we can 
understand and appreciate 




today. He is trudy the NotSr 
Thoreau. 

He preached a doctrine of 
being to enjoy and get into life 
rather than just live it. Thoreau 
advised one primary rule, to 
have the tkravery to be what you 
are in then fate off all 
disagreement.

He 
discovered that he could not 
ignore the rest of the world or its 
people beca use he was (&^d we 
sue) a l^t of what his friend 
Ralph Waldo Emerson call^ 
"the universal mind." 

This concept says that we are 
all part of a collective spiritual 
whole, and it was this idea that 
pulled the young man to a 



deeper sense of understaiiding 
and caring for others. 

'Hiere are many messages in 
the play, but they all center 
around a joy in living that 
transceikis the ordinary realty 
and problems we' face.

In case you have not he^. 
Cherry Flats has been chosen as 
a prime candidate site for an 
fiamrgy Pailc that ooiild require 
as much as 60 square miles for i ts 
construcdon. Apparently, some 
major utilides (Phila. Electric 
Co., Pk ^ Power andf"^ Light 
Go.^ MetropoUtan Edison Lif^t 
Co.. and Pa. Electric Co 
are searching for a sparcely 
populated aica to set up wliAt 
would be in mere realistic terms, 
a concentration of electrical 
generati<Hi capacity condensed 
in a small remoU area. 
Benefits for the utilities would 
include a less expenditure of 
money on land and labor if 
numerous ifSdear cncigy 
plants were condensed into a 
remote area rather than close to 
major cities where they could be 
more destructive in case of a 
reactor erruption. It seems as 
though the utilities have 
overlooked the fact that Tioga 
Goimty is not as desolate and 
lifeless as they would like to 
think. However, if plans are 
approved by the state, 
construcdon could begin as 
early as- the spring of 1977. 

The Energy Park would 
include both nuclear and fossil 
fuel fdants although it is still 
unclear as to which will be used 
as the major source of energy. In 
the case .where nuclear energy 
will be the major provider for 
generating electrical power, it 
would require the use of the 



processes and also the use of 
more land for storage ' aqd 
disposal sites. Such disposal 
would consist of the most toxic 
man-mad^ material khoMrtl, 
Plutonium, which has been 
iound to cause cancer and if air- 
bom, is iiistantly &tal when 
inhaled. As of yet, there is no 
safe method used for the 
disposal of the millions of 
gallons of toxic wastes that 
would be produced other than 
into the soil. 

In addidon to the aeation of 
these sludge ponds, radiation 
emissions from possiUe nuclear 
accidents could result in 
thousands of deaths along with 
genedc defects and the expected 
release of thermal energy by the 
cooUng i^ocess would not only 
affect aquatic life and 
surrounding vegetation but $]so 
the chances of severe electrical 
rainstorms. 

On top of the environmental 
andecologkal changes, social 
and political alteradons would 
arouse from Uie Energy Park 
also. Its construction would 
undoubtedly bring thousands <tf 
employees, new highways, and 
more of a commercial 
development to the area. On 
polid<34 terms, the state rather 
than the local level would be 
receiving the bulk sum of tax 
paid by the utilities. Presently, 
die issue of whether die sute 
federal level Will Control the 
plans and construction has yet 
to be decided. The limited 
^^goi^r^f^i^lo cal level lies in 




the hands of Tioga County 
residents and their endeavors to 
halt the plans before they 
become more than a concept. 

As for Mansfield State QoUege 
students, it is urged that you 
write to yoiir Congressmen and 
express your views. Pka for 
more funds toward safor, 
cleaner, and decentralised 
iystcms that %vould would 
harness solar power instead. 
There are other alternatives to 
lake rather than nuclear energy 
"parks" so learn more about the 
situation and sign those 
petiticmss. Wesiniplycanno^t 
an insuf fiecient awareness blind 
our view of what could liappeii 
in the future. We don't need 
energy parks bu t we do need lean 
air and streams. Write to your 
Ocmgressmen and help defeat 
the "progress" that^ could 
devestate what is leftof dlir rural 
communities

Galactic forces called to squelch uprising

In an unprecedented move 
recently, Federation Space 
FcHTces combined with fm-oes oi 
die Klingcsm Empife to squekh a 
student uprising on the campus 
of Mansfield State College. 

'Fhe students of MSC were 
demonstrating against the 
decision of several TV stations 
to discontinue the popular TV 
show ^inr Trek. The 
demonstrations took the form of 
panty raids on North Hall, 
refusing to attend classes and 
allHUght keg parties on the 
'President's lawn. 

In decisive action, President 
L^rry Park called Star Base 
ctMnmand and ai^lied for 
assistance. The Federation 
Space Forces immediately 
assessed the situation, and sent 
theStarshipEfilM^ise U) MSC 
As the Enterprise was the only 
one in the seaor, Starbase 
command asked the Klingon 
Empire to dispatch a wanhip to 
back up the Enterprise's move. 
The Klingons snielled blood in 
. the air and immediately sent a 
.large warship to rendevous with 
. ttie Enterprise Above MSC. 

Once in orbit above MSC the 
two warships fired with full 
pha^ power at the nerve center 
of die rebel students enclave, 
Pinecrtst Manor. Pinecrest 
was instantaneously turned into 
a molten slag heap, Many 
students feel that the decisive 
action by Park was somewhat 
overreactionary. 

Almost immediately 
afterward, two hundred 
Federation Space Marines were 
beamed down at points around 
the campus to further restoii^ 
order. With weapons set on full 
stun, the troops shot everything 
that moved, which iiKluded the 
President's dog and three.' 
security guards. 

Susan Schmuck, an 
ey^tness of the military action 



later reported, "It was terrible. I 
was just sitting over in Laurel, 
staring oiit the window, when 
these phazer beams descended 
upon Pinecrest. The building 
turned bright red and then 
slowly melied iitto ^ unoking 
mass. Minor explosions 
resulted from several ^ lines, I 
guess. Bodies were thrown up 
into the air, sometimes as mtich 
as 20 feet. Severed arms and legs 
flewt up into the air. There was 
blood and guts and gore all over 
die place! It was better than ' 
watching Vietnanr^n the 7 
o'clock news." • 

Security^ Chief Keith 
Coallamern stated concerning 
the Federation intervention, 
"My men were restoring order to 
tbe camput when there 
Federation buUy boys came m 
with their phazers on full stun. 
My men were paralyzed aftor 
that." 

Dean Eschrow, in charge of 
student housing said, "They 
could have saved the college a 
quarter of a million doUafs if 
they would have destroyed 
North Hall while they were at it. 
Now we have a good dorm that's 
been destroyed^ This could set 
the destruction of North Half 
back twenty years." 

President Park was not 
available for comment as he was 
out tending his stable of horses, 
one of which, it is reported^ is„ 
about ready to foal. 

The Flashlight contacted 
Captain Krock, ccsnmander of 
the Enterprise. His sole 
comment was. "I was just 
db^ngolders: My iOHniers wete 
to restore peace at MSC and I 
thought the best way to go about 
that was to eliminate the unruly 
d^nents on campus.'' 

The commander of the 
Klingon support vessel was 
ccmtacted, but his only comment 
was, "Damned Marxist long- 
haired dope smoking hippiesi 
All you care about is booze, dope 
and sex! Now get off the line, or 



we'll blast Hemlock too! Bunch 
of sexual maniacs live in that 
dorm, girls on one wing and 
guysontheodier. Perverts I tell 
youl P^rvens and sickiesl" 

H. Rap Grey, head of the 
Sytffhiodc Liberatioh Aiiiiy 
(SLA) escaped the Pinecrest 
Massacre because he was 
waiting in the cafeteria line for 
supper^ He stated "We won't 
give up until the filfy 
imperialist dog TV stations 
meet our demands I If those 
running dog imperialists think 
they can get away with takmg 
Star Trek off the air, they're 
crazy 1 We got rights! The 
sacrifice of those students in the 
Pinecrest Massacre must not be 
wasted! We shall overcome the 
imperialist running dog lackeys 
of the piwet-masiers of die 
military-industrial complex!" 

Later in the day, students of 
the SLA counterattacked with, 
zip gnrtt made Irom automobile 
antennas, tear gas and stink 
bombs synthesized in the Grant 
Science Center laboratories, and 
Molotov cocktails. The SLA 
member responsible for the 
fbrmulauon of the tear gas and 
stink bombs has not yet been 
idendfied. 

The initial student attack 
routed the Federauoii Space 
Marines which retr«ited to. 
Manser Hall wheie they were 
contained for several hours. The 
Marines decided to eat in the 
cafeteria in shifts^ but weresoon 
afterward struck with dysentary 
and acute stomach aches. 
Reinforcements were beamed 
down soon afterward and 
student resistence quickly 
crumbled under the incrotsed 
pressure. 

Students were reported as 
stumbling around the caRnpus 
in a dazed condition. One 
student, apparently suffering 
from shell shock, wandered 
arouiui the campus miunbling 
something about ducks and kept 
repeating "The Beatles are the 



greatest." A pathetic case of 
what happens when the human 
mind snaps out 

Doane Health Center was 
flooded with wounded students 
after the initial attack. Dr. Less, 
the M.D. at Doane Health 
stated that he was fearful of 
running out of medication, 
primarily aspirin, salt ^ckipts 
and cough syrup. The nurses 
daimed that sewing arms and 
legs back on and patching 
phazer wpunds was contrary to 
union contract and have since 
declined to treat students for 
these wounds. 

The night after the student 
counterattack and subsequent 
retreat, fraternities and 
sororities from across the 
campus, in an unuseai display 
of solidarity, gathered in the 
Xambda Chi httuse to 
memorialize the students who 
, lost their lives in the strugf^le to 



save the Star Trek series in this 
area. The six hUlf-kegs were 
provided by Putnam. Pairk »id 
Colonial Inn. Still simriving 
students were invited to the 
Manorial K^ger. 

In an effort to allay any 
fturther student aaivisn»in this 
area, Stephanie (You-All) 
Klackers the next day 
announced that the President's 
inare hadfoaled successfully and 
that Gene Roddenbury would 
beam over to Straughn 
Auditorium within the week to 
give a lecture on the topic, 
"Inside Sd-Fi, Outside .the 
World'. 

This announcement coupled 
with theassurance of the two TV 
stations that Star Trek re-runs 
will remain on the air has served 
to quiet MSC students. Life has 
returned to- what passes (at- 
normal at Utasfield ^ ^taie 
College. - ;

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Senator Hager speaks oji college fiscal crisis

"I don't kiicwNwherc all ihe 
money is going lo come from 
and I think you should be 
prepare^ that tuition is going to 
go up." warned Senator Harry 
Hager, in an address to members 
of the Student Pennsylvania 
State Education Assodaiicm 
<PSEA) latt We^etday tm^m^ 
^In Ifcniorial Hall. 

Ilie Sena tor spent the majori ty 
of his hour-long talk discussing 
the budf^t problems erf ^ 
Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, and^his fears that 
the state college system cannot 
help but be adversly affected by 
the over-all economic situation. 

"I'm .gelling scared to death 
<iown ther^ sibdut the way 
rridney is mixed up," he said, 
after in form ing^he group that 
50 cents out of every dollar 
earned in the'^'ljiuted !^ti» 
'Slip ports some i^tm ^1 
government. 

Senator Hager said that 



people must deckle' priorities 
before the fiscal crisis will be 
.quelled, "Exactly « what they 
want and don't want frjwi the 
government," although 
admitted that this will be 
difficult because "no one is 
willing , to cut their own 
budget." 

He attributed a great deal of 
the budget problems that state 
co}leg;es aw suffering this year to 
the fact that no allowance was 
made for a new and expanded 
APSCUF (Association of 
Ikemisytvania State ami 
Uiiiyersity Faculty 
contract 'Secretary 
Pittenger said that he didn't 
want to tip his. hand at the 
bargaining table,'* said Hagar. 
"he should have tipped it 
anyway because it's an 
OQiensivecomract and we didn't 
• allow any additional r^oney for 
it in this year's bucket." 

Senator Hago* also expressed 
worry that the proposed 
Commonwealth University 
Plan (a plan 'hat would 



supposedty'centralixe and unify 
the 1 1 slate-owned institutions 
ot higher eduauion) would 
limit the autonomy of each 
individual college. 

"People in Harrisburg are 
misinformed as to the 
economics of the state collegt 
system, ' he said, " They think 
iho^e's no difference between the 
stais cdlteges." • < 

The senator disagreed with' 
this viewpoint, and said that he 
was "excited <alK>ut what's 
different in each school." He 
also meittibned that he felt the 
Commonwealth University 
Plan would eliminate these 
differenires b/ halting the 
dufHicaucMi of programs in the 
system, and stresstxl that he 
"would hate like hell to see this 
happen, lliat's not thie reason 
for i t ( the plan) but tlrat's whai I 
think is going to happen. 

"I'his plan. has the look of 
more and raore i«nuaXi;Kition, 
^mtflft^infc is a growing trend 
in this country and an 
unfortunate one," said Hager.

I he Cherry Flau area of 
Tioga County is cuirently being 
Mudied as a possible future site 
for what's. termed an energy 
park, a concentration of 
electrical genemtidn facilities 
covering an area of anywhere 
Irom 10 to 60 square miles. 4N0 
person wc«jld be allowed to 
reside in this aiea. 

Half ol the total energy 
ouiputof the park would come 
from fossil fuH sources ancftHitf 
from nuclear generation, rhe 
nuclear energy would ccjme 
Irom l>oth tission and fusion 
reartors. 

HPurrently. Cherry Hats ranks 
among the top live sites out of a 
total ol 62 currently under study 
b>' Gilbert Asstx:iates, Inc. The 
companies involved are: 
Philadelphia Elertric • Ckj., 
PennsvUania Power and Light, 



Metrc^liian Edison Co., and 
Pa. Electric Co. 

"Ihe timetahle for the energy 
park in calls for l(K:aiion and 
approval of the sight by 1975, 
obtain a permit in 1976 and 
fossil luel generation by 198.5 
and nuclear generation by 1987. 

/VIrmg with the 10 to 6(J s(|uare 
miles. land^ nevdt'd for the* 
energy park, the park would also 
recjuire 20.000 to 10,000 ac res ol 
hikes to prrivide necessary 
rool i nfi capttc i t > I or the 
ehrtrical generating lac 1 lilies.

Attendance at senate meetings is mandatory for Mr. Meyer in his position of vice-pr^ideift. 'I>n official 
senate meetings were held so fatf this year.., Mr. Meyer missed tlu^ee^o 

Oneof the^[^of the vtce-presktent is lositoniheBucl^O^^ The Btidget Committee not only 
holds annual hearings for funding requests but also meets weekly throughput the year. When Deb Mover 
began her internship this semester. Vice-president Meyer took her seat on the budget committee. Of the 
seven meedngs held, Mr. Meyer missed six meeungs (one of which was a legitimate absence.) 

Mr. Meyer has served as chairman of the Food Services Committee this academic year, lliere is 
indication that he was responsible in this position. However, there seems to be a slackening on his part as 
of late. There is no record of an 'offical Food Service meeting since prior to.. . . v ' Easter vacation. 

Other than the cafeteria f i nes system, we can find no indicauon of Meyer ever of feri ng any origi nal ideas 
to the student government after being involvetf with the MSG Studoit Government for three years. 

Michael Redding, the other presidential candidate, has performed considerably better during his one 
year involvement with SGA. He is a senator in die student sena|eand has missed no meetings thus tar. He 
s|>eaks up during the meetings has introduceddieidca of a rulnAor contr^ C]enter.(an original idesfkfter less 
than one year in SGA.) 

Mr. Redding serves on the Desegregation Planning Committee, CUB and Budget Committee. Of the 
ten Desegregation I'lanning meetings he has been absent from two; of the eight'' 
Budget Committee meetings held smce his jommg the committee he has attended seven. No record of 
attendance at CUB meetings was available in the student government office. 

Mr. Redding has shown a greater sense of commitment to the students through the student government. 
He is an active participant in all of the committees to wfiich he belongs and is very vocal ^nd clearly 
expresses himself on issues, llie Editorial Board of The Flashlight believes that Mr. Redding posses a 
greater potential to uphold the responsibilities of SGA president and hereby announces their
